The First Step of Congress To- 
ward Retrenchment. 



How the Democrats Would Ssv* One 
Hundred Millions a Year.

The democrats believe that heavy re- 
ductions tn the pension payments would 
for them gain more voters than they 
would lose, as it is held by them that 
there is strong opposition even in the 
republican party to the present heavy 
pension payments. It has been estimat-

The democrat* say they can modify 
the-penslon laws— that Is, repeal all of 
those on the statutes and pass a single 
and simple one so as to "save" at least 
•100,000,000 a year and not do an injus- 
tice to any pensioner, that would be

who were disabled in action or the 
widows of those who lost their lives 
upon the field or who were disabled in 
action and have subsequently died. 
After all, there is a preponderance of

law to take the place of all on the

Barring an alarming deficiency in the 
treasury there is now no likelihood of 
an extra session of congress next spring 
Inasmuch as an embar- 
r deficit ean be avoided under 
ordinary circumstances manufacturers 
and business men need not fear distur- 
bance by any early action at the hands 
of the new congress.

The Skagit river is bo full of logs 'and 
drift that navigation Is suspended. 

Several breaks have occurred in the 
levee, and the valleys and towns 
scenes of desolation. The lower floor of 
the houses are covered with several 
feet of water, while the water in the 
street* Is so high as to make pedestri- 
anism almost Impossible, At one point 
the break in the levee is half a mile 
long. 

Heaver Marsh and the town of La- 
conner are also flooded, and the farmers 
are driving their stock to high ground. 
The damage to the farming districts 
alone will reach hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. The telegraph lines are 
prostrated In many section*, and when 
communication ha* been restored 
fearful tale may be told. 

Railroad washouts are reported from 
many section* Big landslides have 
washed out the roadbed for miles. 
Samish lake and Ricksham sev 
hundred feet of track have been washed 
away, and at the former place a bridge 
was carried away. 

The rain has ceased, the wind is more 
moderate, and It is now believed the 
worst is over.
